Far away to the mystic East there I 
rigfls high to the sun a groat natural 
altar, at which, since the ilUwn'of ages, 
man has, without ceasing, worshiped 
until now. Over the dark-eyed impas- 
sive people of that strange, unalterable 
East ages How and leave no mark; hun- 
dreds of gejieration|iare born iahd pass 
away and no change is wrougMamong 
them. Thare is an awfulness in theii- 
steady immobility. Dynasties may rise 
and full, governnientsr may come and 
go, the name of their belief may be 
changed and little clitroronces in ritual 
aad.secvice may spring up, but from 
DBon unto uiou; the people are un- 
changed. It is the same life that they 
lead and the same things that they 
worship. Back, far back, into the night 
of time, so far back that the very mem- 
ory of those then living is irrevocably 
Jost-u^ fJiBjVoid of the forgotten past, 
,the darkTsinned people, walking naked 
and unashamed in the forest deptlis of 
the Island of Ceylon, looked with wide 
open eyes in which the freshness and

But although 
the whole mountain is regarded as 
holy by all Oriental people, it is only 
the sacred footprint on the bold crag 
on the very summit that is actually 
worshiped; To perform a pilgrimage to 
this and lay an offering upon it is to u 
Buddhist.wbat i visit tOiMeccaisjto a 
Mohammedan, The time fbr •feh'e'great- 
eat number of pilgrims to visit the 
mountuiu is April and May, but ail 
tht year round a steady streams of de- 
votees floow to ihi.f ahrino of the most 
holy of all the relics oi.' their greui 
teacher.

London, April '22,- -Tho Irish land pur- 
dhase_.bill, which the commons last Friday 
night'gave Gltidatone permission to iutro- 
duooj^was issued to-day^ '"^It'-odVSrB^ twenly- 
sis pages.^ .The .^bill, is divided into five 
parts, au(^.tIiereJa^cS^5.3 olanaes and four 
schedules. The bill provides that any land- 
lord who is desirous to sell his property 
Hhall apply to tho state authority. Tho 
latter Hhall refer the jipplioiition thi;s made 
to the Innd eouimisaionor, ^lio, aftor taking

IMPERIAL DKFEHCE. 

Intimately mooiatad with the queatiuu 
uf imperial federation is that of "to what 
extent eh»U the ooloniala enjoy and con- 
tribute to the military and naval defence 
. of the empire!" It i» admitted that in the 
Australian ooluiiiea the spirit of military 
defeuoe is very vi);orou8, but there is a 
^ lack of unity of action that goea- far to 
loBsen the effectiveness of their' forces. 
The s aeme of defence is fragoientary, 
each colony working on ita own linea; and 
thQUgh all are working for the common 
good yet there is no - general comprehen- 
aivo soheme of defence. The Dominion 
of Canada ia in a different position; it haa 
' accomplished ita federation; it has a mili- 
tary organisation in which theory and 
practice both find plaoe, and is able to 
place in tho field at very short notii;e an 
efficient and well equipped fighting force, 
aforce'tvhich has recently done good 
' military service. In this its federation 
mfftfirii^lly T^°■'l■^°^-'>^-»«»■^-^^«< -"^^'1"'^ " 
it to work upon definite lines. It ia 
scarcely possible to overrate tho value to 
the Dominion of the Military College at 
Kingston, followed, iia the training it 
gives has beisn, by the admission of some 
of ita bOpila to this odmtniaaioned ranka 
of tho British regular army. ■ 'Thia/which 
haa already proved of service in strength- 
ening tho tie between the mother country 
and tho Dominion ia destined to bear 
fuller fruit aa time roll* on, and may be 
well held up for imitation elsewhere; the 
best results may confidently be aiilici- 
pated from, the commingling of the oom- 
niisstonecl ranks, especially if the officers 
from beyond the seas, their term of 
duty done, return \o spend thoir de- 
clining years in their native homes, 
It may be that in the'fulness of time, the 
territories, following the mother country 
in this as in other matters, shall be com- 
polled to resort to atanding'jtQroea; then 
possibly the military organizatibn of the 
Imperial federation may result in inter- 
change of military duties, tho homo forces 
taking turn of duty in the territories be- 
> yond the seas,} the. forcea of these terri- 
tories ^.taking rturn of duty in the United 
Kingdoini^ a-Btate-direoted emigration, or 
settlement of naval- and military pension- 
ers in these territories aaaiating tu give 
cohesion and homogeneousneas to the 
forces, naval and military, of the federated 
empire. The difficulties of the naval part 
of Imperial defence are of a diQ'erent 
character. Either the naval defence, 
with the^exceptior. of what is purely local, 
□ray,; be left to the, mother country, the 
territories abrond paying their quota, or 
tho federated colonioa may themselves 
provide, man, and arm territorial 
squadrons in-concert with the home gov- 
ernment, the supreme, oominand -.of , each 
sqadron being i|i its Ubuds. Thaoitorna- 
tive relieves tho home government from 
all ooncern aa f.o the aaaesameiit of cost, 
but it is not so thorough iu respect uf 
unity, while in the former oaae the ap- 
portiouraent of cost would be matter of 
little difficulty, — a very ready method be- 
ing to regulate the cost of protection by 
the value ':>f the trade to be protected. 
The time is one of rapid progress and 
consequent change, and all who do not 
want to drop out of plaoe will not permit 
themselves to bo hindered . in -thi» 
matter, Distinctions of climate, race, 
language. and those based od diatance, 
■hoald^.bai'bcuah^d-iaaide or'^lef^t^oS this 
caauist or hair-splitter. . The federation 
that is advocated differs less from the 
federation of the Dominion of CaDad» 
than ita federation differs from that of tho 
United States, and the league formed for 
the purpose uf msituring and carrying out 
the scheme .has for ita bases the principle! 
of absolute equali'y in ail matters of im- 
perial donoern, political, nara], 
military, commercial and social 
equality. Anything less than this 
could, in a proposal so comprehen- 
aire, ao gigantic, scarcely hope to succeed.

Russia seems once more to be prepar- 
ing for war. She is' massing large bodiei 
of troops in the vicinity of the Black Sea 
aud tipon the Austrian frontier. Fortifi- 
.eatibns are being obnatruoted along the 
Gatloian borderl and war between Aus- 
tria and Xtuaaia seems probable. liuaSia, 
too, is pushing forward the trans-Caspian 
raih-ay in tho vicinity of Merv, so that 
she will soon have railway coiumuhicatiou 
from tho .'usaian arsenals upon that sea 
to the Afguao .border. . Peremptory ile- 
' iniirda, if ia jaid,>hate tjb«esi. m^dcupcin 
Turkey for the payment of the war in- 
demnity due since 1878. Prince Alex- 
ander, it would seem, la preparing for an 
invasion, and everything seoma to indicate 
that Ruasia expects war. 

INDIAN WHEAT DISTUUBING 
PRICES. 

Tho cheap wheat of India and the cheap 
meat of America and Australia have made 
farming almost a luxury in England; in 
fact, it has aeriously affected the rental 
value of farm lands. So far as wheat is 
concerned, it is due, aa we have naid, to 
the wheat fields' of India, 'whfoh have 
been devpiloped by British capital. Cheap 
Indian wheat haa iiiado the price lower 
during the past winter in"Enghuid than 
any time fur the past twenty-tivo years. 
The continued dovelopmeut of tho wheat 
fields of India ia not only deatined to 
work a ^reat revolution .in the condition 
of Igrioulture in the British Mslahdi,' but 
in the United States and;Ganada as, well,.

To THK Editok: — Tho steamer Mex- 
ico reached this place iu ^our days from 
Nanaimo.
